• Using an electronic calling/medical alert service 

• Seasonal residents 

 
The Knox-Box Residential Program enhances the Fire Department’s response times.  A 

residential Knox-Box not only allows fire department personnel to enter a home unassisted, 

it also prevents forced entry damage and added stress to the patient. 

 

The Kitty Hawk Fire Department and many of the businesses in Kitty Hawk have been using 

this program for many years now.  There has never been a problem associated with its use 

and has saved many hundreds of dollars in damages associated with entry into locked 

businesses.
